7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants have 
developed a soybean cultivar designated "SG491 INRR. Several traits expressed by this cultivar 
are described in Table 1 . Seed of this cultivar were deposited v^th the ATCC, in compliance 
with the deposit rules of 37 CFR 1 .801-1 .809. Prior art searches did not reveal soybean cultivars 
possessing the combination of traits shown in Table 1, and Applicant's response to the request 
for information under 37 CFR 1.105 did not reveal information that indicated that cultivar 
SG491 INRR was taught, or that its production was suggested, in the prior art.
